ORVILLE WRIGHT HAS 
PALL WITH GLIDER 


Machine Turns Over and Oper- 
ator Is Dashed to the Ground, 
but Not Much Hurt. 




















DEVICE TO KEEP IT LEVEL 


Alleréns with Pendulum to be Tested 
by Wrights in an Effort to 
Make Air Travel Safe: 


KILL DEVIL HELLS, N,’C., Oct. 23.— 
Orville Wright had a narrow escape from 
serious injury ‘to-day when his glider 
turned over in the air and he was dashed 
to the ground. The machine was dis- 
abled, but not so badly that it cahnot be 
repaired again for flights, to-morrow or 
Wednesday. To-day’s accident was the 
second the machine has met with since the 
present experiments were begun. | 

Wright had made one short slide in the 
machine ahd was essaying a second when 
the glider began to turn turtle slowly in 
& Ofoss wind. The aviator scrambled 
nimbly over the machine as it turned, 
with the result that he was on top of it 
when it dived to earth, bottom side up. 
Wright's injuries consisted of torn trous- 
ers and a shaking up. 

To make travel in the air virtually as 
safe as it is on the earth is known to, be 
the real purpose of the experiments which 
the Wright brothers are conducting. They 
are working upon their new mechanism 
designed to keep an aeroplane on an even 
keel. This problem of stability has been 
the study of aviators the world over. The 
Wrights began their work upon it before 
1907, . What they have accomplished, if 
anything, both Orville and Wilbur are, 
keeping ta themselves. 

It is expected that their newest mechan- 
ism will :be*sent here from the factory at 
Dayton and tried out on the glider. In 
some.respects the Wright.contrivance is 
said to fesemble the aileron device used 


foreign machines: Allerons are srivelt 
flaps, looking much like: window shutters. 
They are attached to the niain plane. The 
principle upon Which they operate is that 
when a tricky gust titlts an aeroplane out 
of balance, one ‘of the ailerons flops 
downward while another flops upward. 
That makes a ‘difference in the air resist- 

ance on the sides of the aeroplane and 
helps it to settle back to a level. Oné of 
the Curtiss machines equipped with ailer- 
ons has been in the Wright factory at 
Dayton several weeks. 

The device which the Wright brothers 
may try is said to apply this principle 
with the use of a pendulum, hanging into 
space below the aeroplane. The law of 
gravity, of course, is expected to keep 
the pendulum hanging straight down- 
ward, like a plumb-bob. 

The upper end of the pendulum rod will 
be connected with the ailerons, and, as 
the aeroplane dips from side to side, 
gravity will cause the pendulum ‘to swing. 
The swinging of the pendulum is depend- 
ed upon to operate the ailerons up and 
down and restore the stability of the fly- 
ing machine. 

The Wright Brothers’ first device for 
balancing an agroplane was patented in 
1907, but tangles with other inventions 
were encountered, and it has never been 
used. 

Until recently all airmen have looked 
upon automatic balancing devices with 
disfavor. It is said that none of them 
had. ever worked quitkly enough to re- 
store the balance of an aeroplane after 
it had lost its equilibrium, A fatal gust 
of wind, it is said, would do its work in 
less than the fraction of @ second which 
the stability device requires to operate. 
In many cases hand control has been ag 
quick asthe wind, and has even antici- 


pated its action, according to the experi- 
ence and alertness of the aviator.

TURKISH BOAT CHASED LINER. 


Experience of the Martha Washing- 
ton, Now Here, in Gulf of Patras. 


The first real touch of the-war on the 
other side of the Atlantic was brought 
into port last evening by the Austro- 
American liner Martha Washington. The 
steamship came from Triest, Patras, and 
Palermo. After leaving Patras-the Mar- 
tha Washington was chased for seven or 
eight miles’ by a Turkish torpedo boat. 
The pursuing vessel] hung to the trail until 
she was satisfied as to the identity of 
the liner. 

The ‘night of Oct. 9 was unusually dark. 
The Martha Washington, with many pas- 
sengers on board, had left Patras. She 
was some distance off the port and mak- 
ing hér way at good speed, when there 
loomed up,out of the darkness on her 


port quarter the dark form of a small 
boat. At first those on the steamship 
paid no attention to the other ‘boat, but 
soon the officers on ‘the bridge became 
aware that the other craft was after 
them.. This became known on board, but 
caused more interest than éxcitement. 

The other vessel came .on swiftly, and 
as she reached aposition some distance 
astern of the liner she veered to one 
side, and, circling, came up within a short 
cistance of the Martha Washington's 
bow. Then she used her searchlight, 
and the light ran the length of the 
steamer. After taking in her build the 
pencil of light was focussed on her flag, 
and then it dropped to her bow. Those 
on the Turkish war craft, after learning 
the vessel's name, darkened their light 
and went off. 

The officers of the Martha Washingten 
said that the Turkish torpedo boat ma-

Van Schaick and Clay Babcock, 
for School Board. 

Mr, Mosher is the only man on the 
ticket who has been in. politics before. He

ABERDEEN, 8. D,, Oct. 23.~President 
Taft, at a dinner at the Chamber of 
Commerce to-night, referred to the criti- 

sm Of the Supreme Court's rulings in 

¢ Standard ,Ofi and Tobacco Trust 
cases, ana declared that nothing could be 
further from the fact than the charges 
that the statute had “been made ineffect- 
ive. ‘The Supreme Court, he said, had 
declared that any réstrdint of trade or 
combination for the purpose of suppress- 
tng competition and controlling prices was 
an inhibition of the Jaw. 

“I have challenged and I challenge 
again,’’ he shouted, “ any pérson ‘to cite 
a case that he would condemn as a viola- 
tion of the Anti-Trust law that would not 
be condemned uhder the decisions of the 
Supreme Court. As-yet, I have heatd no 


reply. . 

“The only answer that has ‘come has 
been an insult to the court and an ingtit 
to me. It is the charge that I set up the 
court, with the purpose and understand> 
ing that it would émasculate the statute. 
Oh, gentiemen, there is not the slightest 
foundation for that. 

“I am proud of the men that i have 

ut in 't that court. I am proud to have 
‘ound men with a standing as high as 
they to take OB on that bench, and I 
am willing to abide by the record that 
they have ithe and that they will make. 
I can’t get much excited about such a 
charge, insulting as it is, because I can’t 
understand that the maker of it has per- 
ception enough to understand the weight 
of the charge he is making. 

“Jt indicates a view that such conduct 
is an ordinary political consideration and 
- hye ya by politica views. Therefore 

not rest fn the spirit that 1 ought 
te, ‘porhaps, for I eannot. believe that the 
country at. large takes it seriously, con- 
— the men against whom it is 
made. 

‘But now that we have got the law in 
shape for. real enforcement after twenty 
I hear another cry that to en- 
force it will disturb business. I don’t 
want to disturb business any more than 
ane. one else. But that statute was on 

the statute books. when I took the oath

In summing up 
his case yesterday Hugo Levy, Solow’'s 
counsel, attempted to show the girl had 
run away from Solow, who was anxious.

cue her from the Fifty-sixth Street house 
os night he was arrested by Detective 

ens. 

Assistant: District Attorney Wasservo- 
Gel said that there was no evidence be- 
sides Solow’s testimony to show that 
} assertion was correct, and he thought 
the people had produced enough witnesses 
to an actual attack upon the girl by So- 
low to shatter any contention that he 
loved her. At one 
Mr. Wasservogel said: 

“Gentlemen of the jury, I appeal to 
you in the name of all our women and 
children, to do justice in this case. This 
noble defendant here says. this girl bore 
an evil reputation. Gentlemen, you heard 
her testify against this noble person on 
the first day of the trial, and I ask you 
as men to decide your own minds 
whether or not her voice was that of a 
fallen women. I ask you, gentlemen 
why it was that this defendant did no 
marry this girl upon reaching this city, 
instead of living with her ant posing as 
her husband. He says the girl was tired 
and’ did not wish to get a license, A 
very, very noble man.’ 

After the jury had brought in ite ver- 
edict Lawyer Levy asked that it. be set 
aside as against the weight of evidence. 
Judge Foster denied the motion. and, 
turning, thanked the jury for its verdict.

For at least two genera-P 
tions, during a period of grave and 
progressive changes in the Orient, 
there has practically been no ruler_on 
the throne of the Empire, and imperial 
authority has been exercised by a 
changing, often a swiftly changing, 
series of rulers who from time to time 
have succeéded in: securing power. 
These havé sometimes been the direct 
officials of the court in Peking, some- 
times the Viceroys and Governors of 
the Provinces. The theoretic autocracy 
has in practice been. @ Government by 
cabal. Some of those who have ‘laid 
hands upon power have been able and 
honorable men, who have sincerely and 
strenuously sought the advancement of 
the interests of the people. . Others 
have been ‘selfish, treacherous, corrupt, 
and cruel. But the significant fact is 
that none of them has been really se- 
cure at the level he has attained.

Looking further than this, however, the 
continued remittance of American funds 
to Europe represents a very safe and at 
current rates a profitable employment 
for funds which will be available for our 
own .use so soon as home conditions 
again encourage undertakings which will 
need all of the capital which is now ac- 
cumulating. 

This Prussian borrowing in New York 
suggests the continuance in the German 
money markets of a condition which may 
well prompt a renewal of the large 
amount of American loans recently made 
to Berlin for thirty days which mat in 
the course of another week. The aon 
tinued demand for funds at Paris is an- 
other factor which makes this renewal of 
our loans to Germany all the more prob- 
able. The French market obtained 


this | $2,000,000 of the $3,000,000 new gold laid 


down in Londop yesterday, which may 
possibly foreshadow the strengthening of 
the Bank of France in fts coming state- 
ment, although this particular consign- 
ment of gold is not large compared with 
the demands which the Paris market has 
newer ane rgad and which has found reflec- 
‘tion in the recent loan increase of the 
Bank of France. 

Here at home yesterday stock market 
affairs were quiet, and with few excep- 
tions the net changes in prices were kept 
within small fractions. Movements in 
the commodity markets, notably in cot- 
ton, have exerted less than their usual) in- 
fluence upon stock market prices, largely 
because of the prevalence of other influ- 
ences which in general estimation have 
overshadowed as market factors the im- 
mediate course | of commodities prices. 
Yesterday there was a sharp reaction 
from the up-turn:in the cotton market 
with which last week closed. This was 
due to the fact that the predicted frost in 
the cotton belt was much less extensive 
than had been looked for; with the result 
that. v: very little damage to the crop was 
reported. It is accepted as assured, how- 
ever, that the season's cotton crop will be 
large, and for this reason the appearance 


ignored as an influence in the stock mar- 
ket. One of the technical market factors | 
which is current subject for discussion is 
the extent to which the short interest was 
reduced during the up-turn which fol- 


plans eS the United States Steel ‘Gorpora- 
tion. A good deal of short covering ap- 
pears to have occurred on this move- 
ment,.,but. according to some estimates 
this was in ‘part offset by fresh short 
selling on the advance.

Haligarten & Co. Get $10,000,000 at 
444 from German Banks. 


Easier money conditions prevailing in 
this country have resulted in the placing 


of a larBe part of an jissue of $0,000,000 
marks, or approximately $20, of 
Prussian Treasury bills in New. aad pd The 
notes are to run six months, maturing 
April 15, 1912, and are being offered here 


guaranteed, so that purchasers will not 
assume risk of Hectantions in the ex- 
change market. 

The issue was brought out in New York 
vate Haligarten & Co., acting for sev- 
rman banking institutions. 
notes correspond closely to the New York 
ay revenue ‘warrants,‘ which are sold 
by the Controller in anticipation of taxes. 
New York, however, gets a better rate. 
Within the past few weeks the. Control- 
ler has sold warrants running two months 
on a 3% per cent. basis, to run four 
months: on a 8 7-16 per cent. basis, to run 
six-months on a Per cent. basis, and 
for sevén months on a 8% per cent. basis, 
It is understood that about half, or $10,- 
000,000 of the Prussian notes, will be

Although ‘these Treasury bills. are a 
common form of financing in Prussia,
